that the public interest should be 
concentrated on the vitai question of 
selecting the best available men to 
fill the vacancies occurring in the 
city council, As the mayoralty term 
is One year only, a contest for the 
office of chief magistrate is always 
mong the things to be expected. 
While the aldermen elected for 
two year terms, the charter provides 
that one half the members shall re- 
tire each year. It will be necessary 


to select aldermen to fill the vacan- 


cies caused by the expiry of the terms 
of Aldermen Fraser, Clark, Picard 
1nd Griesbach. The vacancy caused 


by the resignation of Ald. McLeod 
some time since will be filled by ap- 
pointment by the coygicil, the ap- 
pointee to sit out the balance of the 
two year term to which Ald. McLeod 
was entitled.

“ gwo years ago an old inspector of 
mounted police, here some years be- 
fore the buffalo vanished, assured me 
that they were not exterminated by 
pbunters, as is usually supposed, but 
by 2 scourge or plague reembling 
the mange, which destroyed whole 
herds about the watering places, and 
infected all the domestic cattle and 
borses in the territories. Mr. Oliver 
was bere at the time, and never 
heard of the plague. His belief Is 
that the buffalo vanished soon after 
tbe introduction of breech-loading ri- 
fles, not merely because these weap- 
ons vastiy muliipiied the slaughter Put 
because the herds consisted mainly of 
bulls. From time immemorial, the 
Indians preferred to kill cows, for 
two reasons. First, 4he cow meat 
was tenderer and sweeter. Second, 
the cows ran much faster than the 
bulls, wherelore the Indians regard- 
ed killing a cow uas an exploit. rhe 
balance of the sexes had been gradu- 
ally destroyed. The herds were thus 
diminishing In numbers when _ the 
breechloaders Came along with the 
railways to yerform in short order 


what would hav om bout other- 
wise at no very distant time—the ex- 
tinction of the bulfaio. . 
Many lone tailed, white patehed 
magpies fiew ubout the coulees on 


our trail today. Gophers were far 
more numerous than in the country 
north. A few wild geese were seen 
in the fields. Great herds of cat- 
tle and horses dotted the far-reach- 
ing uplands. Even the Rockies, re- 


sembling great angular mounds of su- | 


gar, with patches of a more solid 
white denoting perpetual snow. ap- 
pearing at intervals at about one dis- 
tance to the right. At sunset Chief's 
mountain seemed scarcely closer than 
in the morning, though its mass was 
thrown up darkly into relief when 
the sun ‘had far failed to the west. 
It was dusk when our driver put 
his horses down the quick descent 
into the hollow occupied by the Mor- 
mon town of Cardston. Here the 
Latter Day Saints are divided into 
two political parties, each set hav-* 
a Mormon candidate for the constitu- 
ency of Cardston, extending 30 miles 
north of the International boundary, 
and about 115 miles east and west. 
One set of Mormon politicians met 
us with such heariiness that it was 
easy to recognize them as sound Lib- 
erals. It is not easy to retain any 
lingering prejudices against a set of 


men physically so able, and of coun- 


tenances that fairly shone with good 
will.
